No i::an was deserving a lettro de cachet 
who had not proved a danger lo the state 
->r who had not superfluously insulted thi? 
monarch of his court. It was indent! n 
form of ofetracism, this removal for awhile 
from the dangers and anxieties of common 
life, aud honor dictated that tho victims 
of a courtly system should be well fed and 
kindly treated. 
Richelieu, to whom 


Franco owes, among other dignities, hoi 
ruinous academy, first devoted tho Bastille} 
to tho reception of inconvenient opponents 
and from the reign of Louis XIII tho cole 
brated fortress became tho luxurious prls 
on of a powerful aristocracy. 


When Eassompierre passed across th>> 


drawbridge in 1631, he complains that ho 
was permitted no other attendants thai-. 
swo valets anil a cook, and henceforth nu 
rich noblo need depend for his comfort 
either upon his own osertion or tho fault;; 
attention of unwilling jailers. Money 
ooultl buy within all the luxury that n 
oought without, and should a poor man 
3tray within the impenetrable wills the 
king was so eager to prove his hospitality 
that he instantly allowed him a reasonable 
pension.

"The burial customs of the .^jutuiah us 


•een In Cubit are in some resjxvts much 
like those of Portugal." said a former res- 
ident of Portugal. "The poor there; like 
the poor in Spain, economize on funeral 
expenses by making one coltin serve for a 
number of funeral.** in succession. In Lis- 
bon at least the coffin is usually a \ery 
substantial piece of work, covered with 
nxl leather anil freely xtuddcd with bntes 
nails. Its lid is attached with hinges, w> 
that the coffin opens aud shuts like a large 
mink. Of course the selling price of an 
article lik« this would be beyond the 
means of any poor family, but the rent 
for one day is comparatively small. 


"When .-i funeral procession reaches the 


grave in the great Prazeres cemetery, just 
outside of Lisbon, the undertaker's men, 
instead of lowering the coffin, open its lid, 
take out the corpse and lower it into its 
last Testing place. The empty coffin is left 
there until a Gallego takes it Iwck to its 
owner nfter the mourners have retired. 


"These Gallegos, by the way, natives of 


Galioia in Spain, do all tho work of por- 
ters in Lisbon. If yoira&k a native Portu- 
guese sen-ant to carry a ]iarcel or a valiws 
Through the su-eets, he will answer you in 
a tone of offended dignity, 'You chamar 
uru Gallego' (I will go and call a Gill- 
lego), for no native Portuguese would l>o 
feeen carrying a load of any kind in public. 


"These Gallegos have no objection to 


carrying a load, even when the load is a 
recently vacated coftin. That is the kind 
of work they come to Lisbon for, so that, 
in their old age they may go across the 
frontier to Galicia and live. on their aiv- 
Ings. And one little incident that hap- 
pened wh51e I' was' in- Lisbon showed how 
little impression superstitions regarding 
death make on the Gallego mind 
The 


cit.y of Lisbon collected toll on goods 
brought within" its 'limits, and there were 
guards at the different 'gates of the city to 
see that nothing was smuggled in. 


"One very rainy afternoon the guard at 


the Prazeres gate glanced along the road 
that Icdds to the cemetery and saw a sus- 
picions looking package lying on tho 
ground close tinder tho wall ou one side. 
There was not a living being in sight. 
Tho guard thought he had detected a plot. 
He thought that that package, whatever 
it might be, had been left there under the 
wall by smugglers, who were no doubt 
sheltered somewhere in its neighborhood 
and" watching their opportunity to rush it 
through the gate as soou as the rain held 
rip a little. So the active and intelligent 
officer got his little sword ready to draw at 
u moment's notice, and. regardless of tho 
downpour, advanced along the road to sur- 
prise and apprehend the smugglers, or, at 
least, their goods. 


"When he got to within 20 yards of tho 


suspicious object, he made out through the 
rain that the case on the ground was of u 
red color and studded «11 over with br.-tss 
nails. That discovery startled him a li ti- 
tle, but the nest moment he was utterly 
demoralized at seeing the lid of the coffin 
fly open and a disheveled head thrust it- 
self out, its eyes staring wildly. \Yithout 
waiting to draw his sword or challenge tho 
upparition, the guard faced about and re- 
treated at a run. 
"When he reached the 


prate, lie called his comrades to come and 
seo the abandoned corpse that had burst 
open its- coffin- on tho wayside. The force 
seized their carbines arid paraded under 
shelter of the archway, but what they saw 
was only a very bedraggled Gallego tramp- 
ing toward them, carrying an empty coffin 
on his back. 


"On examination the Gallego deposed 


that, being overtaken by the rain on his 
way from the cemetery, ho bail shut him- 
self up in the coffin to keep dry and wait 
for fairer weather, but, when he board foot- 
steps stealthily approaching, ho began to 
be afraid that soino one was coming to 
play a trick aud lock him up. Thut wa«. 
why he had so suddenly thrust his head 
out and stared, lie was no corpse, but an 
konest. hardworking Uullego. 
As 
fur 


the coffin, the sen ores guards might look 
for themselves and see that it was empty. 


''There seems to be a certain morbid 


fondness for what may bo called playing 
with tho dead in Portugal. 
They seem to 


take a peculiar delight in dressing up 
their dead ami exposing ihe.m to public 
view. I happened to be present at tho 
solemn requiem of a cardinal patriarch of 
Lisbon, when tho corpse, dressed in full 
canonicals, was placed in a half sitting 
posture to face the crowd in the nave of 
tho cathedral- and I thought at the time 
that the interment ought to havo taken 
place sooner. 


"One fine Sunday afternoon in spring I 


wns strolling along one of tho main thor- 
oughfares of Lfsbon when tho shouts and 
merry chatter of a lot of little boys and 
girls attracted my attention to a siflo 
street. The children, all nicely dressed, 
wore corning clown tho side street at a 
brisk walk, evidently interested in some- 
thing that was being carried along by 
three or four of them. When they reached 
the corner, I saw that the center of inter- 
est was a vary small brass studded coffin. 
Tho lid was opeu, and I could seu the lit- 
tle flower docked and bedi/ened corpse in- 
side of ir. 


''Another time I mUtouk tho corpse of 


a child ou its way to the grave for a waxen 
image of tho Madonna being carried in 
procession. It was a little dead girl benu- 
tifully dressed in white satin and wearing 
a white veil and whito flowers. Tho little 
body had been niailu to sit up in a chair 
which four boys were carrying on their 
shoulders. 
Tho bearers anil the other 


children in the procession wore whito rib- 
bons and whito flowers, nil emblematic of 
innocence -and happy confidence that tho 
boul of their little friend was in paradise. "

and summer. His practice is largely met- 
ropolitan, aud if he is tired or overtaxed 
ho makes it; his imperative duty to visit 
tho jiearest first e.luss hotel and got a dish 
of the best soup be can find. He frequent- 
ly takes it without accompaniment of any 
sort.

In certain cases 
it may be found that tho interest on tho 
batteries, generator and windmill, with 
the labor item figured in, will cost as 
much in the long run as the current could 
be purchased for on the outside. 


But probably the chief reason why tho

Tho first and foremost rule is never to 


smoke before breakfast, nor, as a rule, 
when the stomach is empty. This custom 
is the worst possible foe of digestion. Nev- 
er smoke during any exertion of great 
physical energy, as dancing, running, cy- 
cling, mountain climbing or rowing, aud 
especially if in a contest. Never follow 
"the bad custom of the French and tho 
Russians" by allowing the smoko to pass 
through tho nose. Never inhale it through 
the nose. 


Keep tho smoke as far ns possible from 


tho eyes and nose.. The longer tho pipe 
the better. Tho uso of a short pip» during 
work is to be avoided- A pipe, is tho most, 
wholesome fornu of smoking, :i cigar tho 
next, n cigarette the worst. Always throw 
away your oigar when you havo smoked 
four-fifths of it. 
Tho last, end of it is tbe 


most hurtful, in oauda vcnemim, tho poi- 
son lurks in the tail. 


All cigarettes arc bad, but eastern ciga- 


rettes the worst, for they arc always com- 
pounded with somo degree of opium. Tho 
smoker ought to rinso out his mouth, uot 
only before every meal and before going to 
bed, but several times during che clny. The 
best rinse for tho smoker is a glass of wa- 
ter in which a teaspoonful of table salt has 
been dissolved. It should bo used a.s a 
gargle at night, and care should be taken 
that every cavity in the teeth is well wash 
ed with it. Tho pipe's proper place is in 
tho hand and only occasionally in the 
lips or the mouth.

less than an hour afterward it was 
passed by a majority of nine.

It had been evident for some 
days that the bill would command a 
majority of the senate, but notwith- 
standing this, interest in tbe measure 
had not Sagged for a moment.

Wellington cf Maryland. 
Tho Ohio 


senator desired to clear away any mis- 
information or misunderstanding which 
might exist regarding the bill. 
Mr. 


Mason's argument was eloquent and 
amusing, by turns. It covered the en- 
tire range of the relations of the Unit- 
ed States to its insular possessions.
